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Minutes of Quarterly Meeting of State Road Department 
Held At Tallahassee, January 14th, 1931 


T HE first quarterly meeting* of the State Road 
Department was held at Tallahassee on Janu¬ 
ary 14th, with all members present, as follows: 
Robert W. Bentley, Chairman, William A. Shands, 
Mallie Martin, Ernest R. Graham and George B. 
Hills. H. J. Morrison, U. S. Highway Engineer; 
B. A. Meginniss, Attorney for the Department; B. M. 
Duncan, State Highway Engineer, and Karl Roesch, 
Secretary, were also in attendance. 

MINUTES APPROVED 

On motion of Mr. Shands, seconded by Mr. Hills, 
the minutes of the meeting held at Pensacola on 
December 10th, 1930, were duly approved. 

CHAIRMAN S REPORT 

The Chairman submitted his usual monthly report 
of his transactions since the last meeting, which re¬ 


port is in the words and figures following, to-wit: 

To the Members of the State Road Department : 
Gentlemen: 

Acting under instructions from you, given at the 
December meeting, your Chairman, together with the 
Highway Engineer and the Assistant Highway En¬ 
gineer, has made a trip of inspection over all of the 
county roads proposed for addition to our list of 
roads under maintenance, and will submit to you a 
detailed report. 

This mileage proposed for addition to the road 
system for maintenance totals 672 miles, and the 
estimated cost of ordinary maintenance of this ad¬ 
ditional mileage for the first year is $294,000.00. 
The report is submitted without formal recommen¬ 
dation. The Chairman asks the Board to consider 
each item on the list separately, with a view to its 
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FLORIDA HIGHWAYS 


E FFECTIVE with the present issue, Florida 
Highways becomes the official bulletin of the 
State Road Department, and all advertising is 
eliminated from its pages. 

A resolution by the Department, adopted at the 
meeting in Jacksonville in January, as shown by the 
minutes published elsewhere, defines and adopts the 
new policy. It was the opinion of the members of 
the Department that the bulletin should continue 
to be distributed to the members of the legislature, 
members of the cabinet, judges, county commission¬ 
ers, county clerks, county engineers and others 
interested in road construction and maintenance, 
and that it should be issued as a state bulletin 
without asking support of advertisers. 

Hereafter, the scope of the publication will be 
somewhat narrowed and the bulletin will carry the 
news and plans of the Department, with only 
occasionally an article of more general interest and 
outlook. 


THE BUDGET FOR 1931 

In the minutes of the recessed meeting held at 
Jacksonville, January 23rd, will be found the ten¬ 
tative budget adopted for road construction, main¬ 
tenance and betterments for the year 1931. 

This, as is generally known, is not the final bud¬ 
get, but, under the law, a public hearing must he 
bad on the same at which an opportunity is given 
the public to offer complaints and suggestions. 
Thereafter the Department acts on such complaints 
and suggestions and adopts the permanent or final 
budget for the year. 

The date of the public hearing referred to has 
been set at February 18th, and the place as Ocala. 
Besides the budget hearing, this meeting will be the 
regular monthly meeting of the Department for gen¬ 
eral purposes.

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value to the road system, the possibility of maintain¬ 
ing it, or whether the item is not really one of con¬ 
struction ; and the necessity for relief to the county 
in which the road is situated. 

In connection with these requests for additional 
mileage to be put under maintenance, you should also 
take into consideration the growing size of our main¬ 
tenance budget due in part to the ordinary wear and 
tear making necessary re-treatment of many miles of 
our surface-treated rock-base and sand-clay-base 
roads, and reconditioning of poorly constructed 
county roads that have been taken over for main¬ 
tenance by the State. It is interesting to note that 
the mileage under state maintenance has almost 
doubled in the past three years, as shown by the fol¬ 
lowing figures: 


Years Mileage 

1927 . 2,200 

1928 . 2,795 

1929 . 3,331 

1930 (end) . 4,025 


If all of the 672 miles now proposed is added to 
the maintenance budget, we will be taking care of 
4,679 miles, or an increase of more than 100 per cent, 
since 1927. 

Good progress is being made on all contracts and 
force account work at this time.

On motion of Mr. Martin, seconded by Mr. Hills, 
said report was received and ordered filed. 

Franklin County 

Dr. A. S. Ham and Mr. D. I. Marshall, members 
of the Board of County Commissioners of Franklin 
County, appeared before the Department and re¬ 
quested that an item be included in the Budget for 
1931, covering the construction of six miles of State 
Road 10 just west of Apalachicola on the new loca¬ 
tion. 

Lake County 

Senator T. G. Futch and Mr. George F. Westbrook 
of Lake County requested the Department to include 
in its Budget for 1931 the maintenance of Roads 22, 
55, 36 and 25 in said county. 

Northwest Florida Association 

Representatives of the Northwest Florida Associa¬ 
tion appeared before the Department, as follows: C. 
H. Overman, Santa Rosa County; F. W. Marsh, Es¬ 
cambia County; Will West, Santa Rosa County; L. 
H. Hughes, Okaloosa County; Dr. L. F. Cawthon, 
Walton County; H. H. Wells, Holmes, Jackson and 
Washington Counties; F. M. Holbrook, Jackson 
County; C. P. Russ, Bay County; and E. Clay Lewis, 
Gulf County. The members of this Association pre¬ 
sented to the Department requests as set out below: 

Mr. C. H. Overman made the following general 
requests: That the Department restore to its former 
condition the fill across Escambia Bay, damaged by 
the recent storm; that it eliminate the dangerous rail¬ 
road crossing on Road 1 west of Milton; that it put 
in the ten mile section of paving on Road 1 between 
Cottondale and Chipley; and that the bridges across 
Gamier’s Bayou and Choctawhatchee River on Road 
10 be constructed and the grade on said road sur¬ 
faced. 

Escambia County—That the State take over for 
maintenance Road 87, known as the Molino-Atmore 
Road, as soon as the county has completed the stand¬ 


ard grade; and that the State also take over for main¬ 
tenance Road 125 to the Lillian Bridge. 

Santa Rosa County—That the State not only con¬ 
tinue the maintenance of Road 37 between Milton and 
Brewton, Alabama, but that it put on a betterment 
program for the said road; that the Department con¬ 
struct as much of State Road 62, which runs from 
near Century, on Road 7, to Milligan, on Road 1, as 
is possible, beginning at the west end of the road. 

Walton County—That the Department give atten¬ 
tion to the requests which will be submitted for said 
county through the member from the Third Congres¬ 
sional District. 

Washington, Holmes and Jackson Counties—That 
the Department construct as early as possible State 
Roads 39 and 52; that the State surface and main¬ 
tain Road 90 from Marianna to Neal's Landing; that 
the State surface and maintain Road 98 from Cot¬ 
tondale to Graceville, and that it construct the road 
from the State line north of Graceville to Chipley. 

These requests were supplemented by State Sen¬ 
ator H. H. Lewis, who stated that he will introduce 
legislation looking to continuing the road from 
Marianna to the Florida Industrial School through 
to a connection with State Road 20. 

Bay County—That the State continue its program 
of construction on Roads 20 and 10. 

Gulf County—That the State replace with a per¬ 
manent structure the barge bridge at White City, on 
Road 6. 

State Road 28 Association 

A delegation representing State Road 28 Associa¬ 
tion, and headed by Hon. E. S. Matthews as presi¬ 
dent, brought to the Department the requests of 
said Association with reference to its program on 
Road 28 in 1931. They asked that the Department 
hard-surface the road from Florahome to Palatka 
and finish the grade on said road. They were in¬ 
formed by the Chairman that the Bureau of Public 
Roads has authorized advertisement for bids on 
Projects 72-A and C and that it will be necessary for 
Bunnell, San Mateo and Andalusia to enter into the 
usual traffic agreements. 

Judge J. Y. Walton, County Attorney of Putnam 
County, agreed to secure execution of these agree¬ 
ments. 

On motion of Mr. Graham, seconded by Mr. 
Shands, the following resolution was adopted: 

BE IT RESOLVED, That the Chairman be and he 
is hereby authorized to advertise for bids for the 
hard-surfacing of that section of State Road 28 be¬ 
tween Florahome and Palatka, bids to be returnable 
at the February meeting. 

State Road 3 Improvement Association 

A large delegation representing State Road 3 Im¬ 
provement Association and headed by E. W. Brown 
of DeLand as chairman, appeared before the Depart¬ 
ment with reference to said Road 3. This delegation 
requested that the Department during 1931 con¬ 
struct as a unit of State Road 3 what is known as 
the Lake Shore route in Sanford and replace the 
bridge across Monroe Lake. They were informed 
that both projects had been placed in the tentative 
budget. 

State Road 44 

Senator J. J. Parrish of Titusville requested that 
the Department place in its 1931 budget an item of 
$100,000 for the betterment of State Road 44. 
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Limerock Companies 

Representatives of the limerock industry of Flor¬ 
ida appeared before the Department with reference 
to the specification of 12-9-12 rock base, instead of 
8-inch rock base which has been for some years in 
use in connection with high type road construction. 
Mr. G. G. Ware of Crystal River Rock Company and 
Senator J. Turner Butler representing Duval Engi¬ 
neering & Contracting Company acted as spokesmen 
in protesting the new specification. It was brought 
out in the discussion that this change had been made 
in the design of the limerock base, due to certain con¬ 
ditions that developed in the 8-inch limerock base 
where heavy traffic is found. It was also brought 
out that limerock base had been increased from 
8-inch to 12-9-12-inch, or an average of 10% inches, 
and the asphalt had been reduced from 3 inches 
which was constructed in two courses to a thickness 
of 2 inches in one course for a hot mix and for 1% 
inches in a single course for cold mix. 

Others who appeared before the Department on 
this subject were: C. H. Lloyd, Cummer Lumber 
Company; T. A. Thompson, Alex Brest and George 
Hodges of Thompson Williston Mine Company; M. 
N. Horne of Dixie Lime Products Company; C. G. 
Rose, Ocala Lime Rock Corporation; L. B. McLeod, 
White Rock Company; J. A. Prater, Ocala-Tampa 
Lime Rock Company; J. H. Craggs, Williston Shell 
Rock Company; C. H. Shultz, Connell & Shultz; A. 
M. Lewis, Marianna Lime Products Company. 

Broward County 

Senator A. H. Wagg, Russell Snow and Mr. 
Barnes, member of the Board of County Commis¬ 
sioners, presented requests of Broward County to 
the Department, as follows: That the Department 
hasten its survey on Road 26; that it take over for 
permanent maintenance Road 149 known as the 
West Dixie Highway, old State Road 4 and Road 
140; that it take over for maintenance State Road 
26 from Fort Lauderdale west, and that it let a con¬ 
tract for the construction of the Hollywood project 
on Road 4 in said county. 

On motion of Mr. Graham, seconded by Mr. Hills, 
the following resolution was adopted: 

BE IT RESOLVED, that the Chairman be and he 
is hereby authorized to advertise for bids for the 
Hollywood project, on State Road 4 in Broward 
County, said bids to be returnable at the February 
meeting, or as early thereafter as possible. 

Dade County 

Messrs. J. D. Redd, Cecil A. Turner and F. G. 
Railey presented to the Department the request of 
Dade County, that the survey on Road 26 and 26-A 


be hastened and also that the State take over for 
maintenance State Road. 140. 

Palm Beach County 

A delegation from Palm Beach County, headed 
by Senator A. H. Wagg and I. I. Himes, county com¬ 
missioner, presented to the Department the follow¬ 
ing requests of Palm Beach County: That the State 
take over for maintenance Road 140 and old State 
Road 4; that it maintain State Road 143; that the 
betterment on State Road 25 be continued; that the 
State take over the three-mile stretch from West 
Palm Beach to what is known as the Military Trail; 
that it construct State Road 4 from Jupiter south 
to Kelsey City and that Road 4 in Delray and Lake 
Worth be widened. 

On motion of Mr. Shands, seconded by Mr. Martin, 
the Department was adjourned until two-thirty 
o’clock P. M. 

AFTERNOON SESSION, 2:30 O ’CLOCK

Award of Contract 

The Chairman called to the attention of the mem¬ 
bers the fact that there has not heretofore been any 
formal award of contract for slag to be used on 
Project 17, Manatee County, bids on which were 
taken in December. 

On motion of Mr. Martin, seconded by Mr. Hills, 
the following resolution was adopted: 

BE IT RESOLVED, that this Department does 
find and determine that Birmingham Slag Company 
is the lowest responsible bidder on slag to be used 
on Project 17, Road 5, Manatee County, bids on 
which were received in December. 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that contract for 
same be and the same is hereby awarded to said 
Birmingham Slag Company, at and for its bid price 
of $9,870.00, less the usual 5 cents per ton. 

Award of Contracts 

On motion of Mr. Hills, seconded by Mr. Graham, 
the following resolution was adopted: 

WHEREAS, this Department on January 12th re¬ 
ceived bids for the construction of certain projects 
and for the furnishing of certain materials and sup¬ 
plies, as hereinafter listed; and 

WHEREAS, the firms and individuals hereinafter

Project 73-C, Road 17, Polk County 
Award of Contract 

On motion of Mr. Bentley, seconded by Mr. 
Graham, the following resolution was adopted: 

WHEREAS, this Department on January 12th re¬ 
ceived bids for the paving of Project 73-A, Road 17, 
Polk County; and 

WHEREAS, John J. Quinn, Inc., was the lowest 
responsible bidder on said project for the construc¬ 
tion of concrete; now, therefore, 

BE IT RESOLVED, that contract be and the 
same is hereby awarded to John J. Quinn, Inc., for 
the construction of a concrete pavement on said 
project, at and for its bid price of $150,437.04. 

On the passage of the above resolution Messrs. 
Shands and Hills voted “no.” 

Orange County—Road 2 

Senator Franklin O. King, of Orlando, requested 
that the Department make arrangements to complete 
the construction of State Road 2 from Colonial Drive 
to Church Street in the City of Orlando. 

On motion of Mr. Hills, seconded by Mr. Graham, 
the following resolution was adopted: 

BE IT RESOLVED, that the Chairman be and lie 
is hereby authorized to have the present paving con¬ 
tract on State Road 2 in the City of Orlando ex¬ 
tended to Church Street, provided this extension can 
be had at no greater cost to the Department than the 
unit prices in the present contract. 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that in the event 
that it shall be found necessary to pay for the same 
at unit prices greater than those in the present con¬ 
tract, that the Chairman be authorized to endeavor 
to have the City of Orlando pay to the contractors the 
increase in such cost. 

Mr. J. D. Manley, of Manley Construction Com¬ 
pany, contractor on Project 74, being present, the 
Chairman took up with him the matter of said ex¬ 
tension. Mr. Manley stated that his company would 
not be willing to make the extension at the present 
unit prices, but that he will as early as possible sub¬ 
mit a schedule of prices which will be acceptable. 

Pinellas County 

Mr. C. E. Burleson, County Engineer, and Hon. 
Karl B. O’Quinn, Clerk of the Circuit Court of 
Pinellas County, appeared before the Department 
and stated that they understood that the Department 
will this year make provision for the widening of 
State Road 15 between Clearwater and Largo, and 
the re-sealing of State Roads 15, 17 and 64 in said 
county. In addition, they asked that the State com¬ 
plete at the earliest possible moment State Road 15 
in its entirety. 

Levy County 

Mr. A. F. Knotts, of Yankeetown, presented to the 
Department a resolution adopted by the Board of 


County Commissioners of Levy County, asking that 
the Department place the roads from Chiefland 
south (Road 81) and from a point on Road 81 south 
to where the Gulf Coast Highway (Road 15) crosses 
the Withlacoochee River, thence south to Aripeka, in 
the 1931 budget, and that said Road Department re¬ 
quest that these roads be included in the Federal aid 
system. 

Mr. Knotts also requested the construction of State 
Roads 81 and 160. 

Duval County 

Messrs. William P. Belote, Chairman, Charles W. 
Herlong, member of the Board of County Commis¬ 
sioners, and Earl P. Luce presented to the Depart¬ 
ment the projects requested by Duval County for 
the year 1931, which are as follows: 

(1) State Road No. 3, widen present pavement to 
20 foot width, from the Jacksonville Municipal Air¬ 
port to the Nassau County line. 

(2) Take over Atlantic Boulevard, County Road 
No. 2, for maintenance as part of State Road No. 78. 

(3) Start work on South Jacksonville-Bayard cut¬ 
off of State Road No. 4. 

(4) Take over San Jose Boulevard, County Road 
No. 26, from South Jacksonville to the intersection of 
State Roads Nos. 47 and 4, for maintenance and im¬ 
provement. 

(5) Extend and widen State Road No. 1, from 
Baldwin west to Lake City. 

(6) Extend and widen State Road No. 1, from 
Hart Haven to McDuff Avenue. 

Polk County 

Senator J. J. Swearingen of Polk County re¬ 
quested that the Department make provision for the 
surfacing of State Road 2 from the Hardee County 
line north to Bartow; that it maintain State Road 
2 from Haines City north to the Osceola County line, 
and maintain Road 2 from Groveland through Polk 
City towards Lakeland. 

Hillsborough County 

The members of the Board of County Commis¬ 
sioners of Hillsborough County, accompanied by their 
engineer, presented to the Department items in which 
that county is interested in 1931. They asked for 
the betterment of State Road 5 south of Alafia River; 
for the maintenance of that portion of Road 23 in 
Hillsborough County not now under maintenance, 
and for the construction of State Road 17 between 
Plant City and the Polk County line. 

They were informed, in answer to an inquiry, that 
the Department expects shortly to let a contract for 
the construction of Road 5 from the Pasco County 
line to Sulphur Springs. 

Pasco and Hernando Counties 

A delegation representing Pasco and Hernando 
Counties, composed of Senator S. W. Getzen, Walter 
Gall and B. A. Thomas, appeared before the Depart¬ 
ment. They requested that the State continue main¬ 
tenance of State Road 23; that it let contracts on the 
bridges and overpass in Hernando and Pasco Coun¬ 
ties, and that State Road 156 be surveyed and con¬ 
structed. They also requested that the State take 
over for maintenance Road 15 from the point where 
the maintenance now ends to Brooksville. 

Senator Getzen extended to the members an invita¬ 
tion to hold the March meeting at Dade City. 

St. Lucie County 

Mr. Charles Edwards presented to the Department 
a request that the State take over for maintenance 
that portion of Road 162 (about nine miles) which 
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has been constructed by his county; he also requested 
that the Department take over for maintenance Road 
140 in said county. 

Martin County 

Mr. A. 0. Kanner, of Martin County, requested 
that the Department take over for maintenance the 
Gaines and Martin Highways, roads 111 and 109, and 
that it also maintain the Atlantic Ocean Boulevard 
in said county. 

Indian River County 

Senator A. W. Young of Vero Beach requested 
that the Department take over for maintenance the 
Atlantic Ocean Boulevard in Indian River County. 

Orange County 

Mr. C. Fred Ward, representative of Orange Coun¬ 
ty, requested that the Department make provision 
in this year’s budget for the widening to 20 feet 
and the resurfacing of Road 22 west from Orlando 
through Winter Garden to the county line. 

St. Johns County 

A delegation from St. Johns County, composed of 
L. A. Braswell, H. H. Bailey and Frank Parker, pre¬ 
sented the following requests: that the Department 
continue its present work on State Road 47; that 
it maintain State Road 14 from Hastings to new 
Road 4; that it place a surface on State Road 47 
between Hastings and the end of the new construc¬ 
tion, and that the Horne road bridge at the east 
end of Road 48 be included in the maintenance and 
betterment budget. This delegation also requested 
the maintenance of the old brick road in said coun¬ 
ty, but were informed that the Department has no 
legal authority to maintain this road and that their 
request should be made to the legislature. 

Mr. Parker also requested that an item be placed 
in the 1931 budget to continue the surfacing of State 
Road 85. 

Sumter County 

A delegation from Sumter County, headed by Sen¬ 
ator S. W. Getzen, appeared before the Department 
with a number of requests. They asked that the De¬ 
partment lend to the county the money necessary to 
pay condemnation awards for rights of way on Roads 
70, 71, 22, 23 and 36 because the county has not the 
funds to make payment for said awards. They re¬ 
quested that the State maintain Roads 22 and 36 
throughout their length; that a contract for the con¬ 
struction of Road 70 be let during 1931, and that 
the Department place in its budget for 1931 an item 
towards the construction of Road 23 from Webster 
to Lakeland. 

Volusia County 

There appeared before the Department a delega¬ 
tion from Volusia County composed of Ben D. Thurs- 
by, chairman, and Messrs. Bedford Jones and Clark 
Harper. These gentlemen requested that the State 
construct Road 19 from Astor to Barberville and 
that it maintain the following roads in Volusia Coun¬ 
ty : Road 140, the Atlantic Ocean Boulevard, Road 
21 from Daytona to DeLand, Road 75 from New 
Smyrna to DeLand, and Road 57 from New Smyrna 
to Sanford. 

Wakulla County 

Messrs. H. N. Walker, Sr., and H. N. Walker, Jr., 
and George B. Perkins comprised a delegation from 
Wakulla County. They requested that the Depart¬ 
ment place in its budget for 1931 the other link of 
Road 10, namely the road from Newport to Lanark, 
and that the Department construct at the earliest 
possible moment the three-mile stretch between Wa¬ 


kulla Station and St. Marks. They were informed 
that an item is in the tentative budget for the latter 
purpose.

T HE State Road Department met at Jacksonville 
January 23rd, 1931, pursuant to recess from the 
meeting of January 14-15 held at Tallahassee. 
The following members were present: Robert W. 
Bentley, Chairman, William A. Shands, Mallie Mar¬ 
tin and Ernest R. Graham. H. J. Morrison, Federal 
Highway Engineer, B. M. Duncan, State Highway 
Engineer, B. A. Meginniss, Attorney for the Depart¬ 
ment, L. K. Cannon, Assistant State Highway 
Engineer, and F. W. Berry, Jr., Office Engineer, 
were also in attendance. The Chairman stated that 
Mr. Hills, member of the department, was confined 
to his home by illness and was unable to attend the 
meeting. 

State Road 48—St. Johns County. 

Messrs. F. J. Parker and H. A. Felkel of St. 
Augustine again presented to the Department a 
request that the State continue the maintenance of 
the East end of Road 48 to the East Coast Railway 
tracks in St. Augustine. 

Road 48—Bradford and Union Counties 
The Chairman stated that the Board of Commis¬ 
sioners of State Institutions has requested that the 
Department during the present year pave that part 
of Road 48 between Starke and the State Prison 
Farm which was graded in 1930.

Consideration of Budget of Construction, Mainte¬ 
nance and Betterment Work 
The members here entered upon the considera¬ 
tion of items to be placed in the Budget of Construc¬ 
tion, Maintenance and Betterment for 1931; where¬ 
upon the Chairman made to the members the follow¬ 
ing statement, to-wit: 

Gentlemen: 

The purpose of this statement is to call to your 
attention to a situation which is forming in the opera¬ 
tions of the State Road Department in connection 
with the Budget of Construction, Maintenance and 


Betterment, being formulated today for the year 
1931. 

I have reference to the requests by some of the 
members for inclusion in the budget of certain 
projects for construction on roads which are not in 
either the first, second or third preferential lists. 
Also to requests for maintenance and betterments 
which, if acceded to, would increase our mainte¬ 
nance and betterments appropriation to approxi¬ 
mately $4,650,000. When you add this to the $5,- 
400,000 for which the Department is committed on 
work now under way, a total of slightly more than 
$10,000,000 is reached, to which must be added $1,- 
700,000 in estimates, payrolls, freight and miscella¬ 
neous bills as of January 1, 1931, making a grand 
total in round numbers of $11,750,000. Against this 
not reckoning the emergency grant of $2,200,000 
from the Federal Government, our anticipated in¬ 
come is $9,700,000, which is ample proof that, no 
matter how desirable it might be to add in so much 
new mileage for maintenance and betterments, the 
ability to pay is not in our hands. 

Now, as to the construction end: For the first time 
since this present Board has been in office, there are 
large requests by the members for work on other 
than the first and second preferential roads. I feel 
that it would be well to review briefly the laws 
under which this Board operates, so that we will 
have fixed in our minds the limitations placed, by 
law, upon our activities. 

The Act covering the State Road Department 
contains the following: 

“ Provided, that the roads designated as roads 
numbered from 1 to 5 inclusive, and roads No. 8 
and 19, said road No. 19 to be built after roads No. 
1, 2, 3, 4, 5 and 8 have reached that stage of con¬ 
struction that convicts and material can be trans¬ 
ferred on said road No. 19 as will not interfere or 
delay the completion of said roads numbered 1, 2, 
3, 4, 5 and 8 shall be first completed before any new 
contracts are made for work on any of the other 
roads herein provided for, but this proviso shall not 
be construed to interfere in any way with any con¬ 
tracts already made with any county for construc¬ 
tion of any part of any road or roads herein desig¬ 
nated, nor with the construction or maintenance of 
such other roads as have heretofore been designated 
by the State road department and approved by the 
National Secretary of Agriculture as included in the 
State and Federal seven per cent highway system, 
as follows: 

“Road No. 6. Alabama line to Marianna. 

“Road No. 7. Pensacola to Alabama line at 
Flomaton, 44 miles. 

“Road No. 10. Tallahassee to Georgia line, 18 
miles. 

“Road No. 13. Baldwin to Gainesville, via Starke, 
47 miles. 

“Road No. 14. Gainesville to Hastings, via Pa- 
latka. 

“Road No. 16. Ocala to Road No. 5, 30 miles. 

“Road No. 17. Haines City to Tampa, 57 miles. 

“Road No. 21. Daytona to DeLand, 22 miles. 

“Road No. 24. Kissimmee to Melbourne, 53 miles. 

“Road No. 27. Fort M}^ers to Miami. 

“Also, 45 miles to be designated by the State road 
department and Federal Government as part of the 
Federal seven per cent system and such further 
mileage of roads as may be in the future allowed, 
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allotted and designated by the State Road depart¬ 
ment and Federal government as part of the Fed¬ 
eral seven per cent system. 

“Provided, further, that the construction shall 
begin as soon as possible on roads numbered 5-A, 10, 
15 and 20, 28 and that part of road No. 11, extend¬ 
ing from the Georgia State line to Monticello, and 
road No. 47, commencing at a point on road No. 4 
south of Goodley’s lake, in Duval County, running 
thence southerly as near as practicable along the St. 
Johns River to a point on road No. 14, thence to 
East Palatka, when that stage of construction has 
been reached on roads 1 to 5 inclusive, and 8 and 
19, when labor and equipment may be transferred 
from roads 1 to 5 inclusive and 8 and 19, that will 
not delay the construction of said roads 1 to 5 in¬ 
clusive and 8 and 19.’ ’ 

Thus is set up the first and second preferential 
systems, with absolute mandate that these shall be 
built before other roads. 

In 1929 the Legislature set up a third preferential 
system; but so that the Road Department would 
have guidance in expending money on this latter 
class, the act relating to each road placed in the 
third system has the following clause : 

“Provided, further, that the construction on the 
aforesaid road shall begin as soon as possible when 
that stage of construction has been reached on roads 
1 to 5 inclusive, and 8 and 19, 5-A, 10, 11, 13, 15, 20, 
28 and 47 when labor and equipment may be trans¬ 
ferred from the roads mentioned in this proviso that 
will not delay the construction of such roads men¬ 
tioned in this proviso. ” 

I believe the above statement is clear; certainly 
it states the facts, and the Board should weigh this 
situation with the utmost care in completing the 
1931 budget of construction, maintenance and bet¬ 
terments.

The members then took up the items which have 
been prepared as a tentative budget and considered 
the same by congressional districts.

On motion of Mr. Bentley, seconded by Mr. 
Shands, the following resolution was adopted: 

BE IT RESOLVED, that the items as submitted 
on the construction budget in the First Congres¬ 
sional District be approved. 

Budget—Second Congressional District 
Mr. Shands offered the following resolution: 

BE IT RESOLVED, that the Department does 
hereby declare that an emergency exists and that 
provision be made in the budget for 1931 for the 
construction of Road 81 in Levy County; for the 
construction of Road 14 between Newberry and the 
District line; and Road 103 from Rochelle to Mica- 
nopy. 

This resolution was seconded by Mr. Graham. The 
Chairman thereupon requested the Attorney for the 
Department to state whether or not in his judg¬ 
ment the emergency provision of the statute au¬ 
thorizes the inclusion of the construction of an en¬ 
tire road, and to explain what in his opinion is 
meant by the said emergency provision. 

The Attorney, replying, stated that as he construed 
the provision to which reference is made, it author¬ 
izes the Department during the year to do such 


emergency work as is necessary to prevent stoppage 
of travel over any state road, under the Depart¬ 
ment’s jurisdiction and control, the wdiole of said 
emergency provision not to exceed in cost the amount 
set aside for an emergency fund, as provided by the 
budget law. 

The motion being put upon the adoption of the 
resolution offered by Mr. Shands, the same was 
adopted. Mr. Bentley asked that his vote be re¬ 
corded in the negative, and explained his negative 
vote by stating that in his opinion the act of the 
Board is illegal, as interpreted by the Attorney. 

Mr. Martin explained his affirmative vote, stat¬ 
ing that he believed it to be his function to vote with 
the member of the congressional district as to 
recommendations made by such member. 

On motion of Mr. Shands, seconded by Mr. Gra¬ 
ham, the following resolution was adopted: 

BE IT RESOLVED, that the items shown on the 
construction budget which have been presented, to¬ 
gether with those added by the above resolutoin, be 
adopted and approved as the construction budget 
for the Second Congressional District. 

Budget—Third Congressional District 
On motion of Mr. Martin, seconded by Mr. Shands, 
the following resolution was adopted: 

BE IT RESOLVED, that the items presented on 
the tentative budget of construction for the Third 
Congressional District be approved, with the addi¬ 
tion thereto of the construction of the Shoal River 
Bridge. 

Budget—Fourth Congressional District 

On motion of Mr. Graham, seconded by Mr. 
Shands, the following resolution was adopted: 

BE IT RESOLVED, that the items presented as a 
budget of road construction for the Fourth Congres¬ 
sional District be and the same are hereby approved, 
with the addition of the following items: 

Surfacing of Projects 72-A and C, Road 28, $396,000 

Surfacing of Project 60-A, Road 4. 260,000 

Bridge and paving of Road 4, Eau Gallie. 200,000 

On motion of Mr. Shands, seconded by Mr. Gra¬ 
ham, the Department was adjourned until two 
o’clock P. M. 

AFTERNOON SESSION, 2:00 O’CLOCK 

Present as at morning session. 

Withlacoochee River Bridge—Road 36 

Mr. Shands presented to the members a resolution 
adopted by the Board of Commissioners of Citrus 
County, in which it was stated that said Board 
awarded a contract for the construction of the bridge 
over the Withlacoochee River, on Road 36 in Citrus 
County; that the contract is based upon State Road 
Department specifications, and that they are de¬ 
sirous of using Crystal River rock in said work. The 
resolution requested that the Department approve 
the use of Crystal River rock, or that it adopt a 
resolution that said bridge will not be prejudiced 
with the Department by reason of the use of said 
rock. They also requested that the Department 
make a research job of this project, by placing 
thereon an engineer to observe the mixing of the 
concrete and all other facts in connection with the 
construction of the same. 

On motion of Mr. Shands, seconded by Mr. Mar¬ 
tin, the following resolution was adopted: 

BE IT RESOLVED, that the County Commission¬ 
ers of Citrus County be advised that the Withla- 
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coochee River bridge project on Road 36 will not be 
prejudiced with this Department by the use of Crys¬ 
tal River rock; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the Engineer 
of this Department be authorized to place an in¬ 
spector on said bridge project, and to make the same 
a research project insofar as the use of said Crystal 
River rock is concerned. 

Lake Shore Drive—Road 3—Sanford 
Nassau River Bridge—Road 3 

On motion of Mr. Graham, seconded by Mr. 
Shands, the following resolution was adopted: 

BE IT RESOLVED, that there be and there are 
hereby added to the budget of construction for 1931 
the following items: The construction of the Lake 
Shore Drive, Road 3, Sanford, and the construction 
of the Nassau River Bridge, Road 3, Nassau County. 

Consideration of Maintenance and Betterment 
Budget 

The members here undertook the consideration 
of the tentative budget of maintenance and better¬ 
ment items for the year 1931, and the Chairman 
again called attention to his reference to mainte¬ 
nance and betterments as contained in his statement 
hereinabove made. 

Maintenance and Betterments Budget—Third 
Congressional District 

On motion of Mr. Martin, seconded by Mr. Shands, 
the following resolution was adopted: 


BE IT RESOLVED, that this Department does ap¬ 
prove the items of maintenance and betterments as 
recommended by the Maintenance Engineer for the 
Third Congressional District, with the addition of 
the sum of $40,218.00 for the betterment of roads 
41 and 39. 

Maintenance and Betterments Budget—First, Sec- 
and and Fourth Congressional Districts 

On motion of Mr. Shands, seconded by Mr. Gra¬ 
ham, the following resolution was adopted: 

BE IT RESOLVED, that the tentative budget of 
maintenance and betterments presented to the mem¬ 
bers for the first, second and fourth congressional 
districts be and the same is hereby adopted, with the 
addition of the following items, to-wit: The mainte¬ 
nance of the east end of State Road 48 to the East 
Coast Railway tracks in St. Augustine. 

Adoption of Tentative Budget and Designation of 
Time and Place for Public Hearing 

On motion of Mr. Shands, seconded by Mr. Gra¬ 
ham, the following resolution was adopted: 

BE IT RESOLVED, that the proposed Budget of 
Construction, Maintenance and Betterments work 
for the year 1931, as prepared by the members of 
this Department and in words and figures following, 
to-wit:
